SDBJECT stated that 
RDBY and the man believed to be OSKtLD left at approxlnately 2thS A, H. 
Jit this point in the int«arview the SDBJECT stated that she could not 
be sore that this man was OSVOLD but if fas had ■ mall deep scar on 
his left cheek, it was him. 

SDBJECT stated that a few days after the assassination she 
received n mcajmoas teXephoae call tailing her to get oat of town 
or she would die. 

Before the interview ended ^ SDBJECT stated that die could 
not be positive bat «i>e thon^t the man with RDBY was OSHALD. 
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
